Villagers had deserted their 
homes yesterday. 
State Forester Cox warned that the 
situation was bt 'outing more serious 
hourly as the wind's Telocity Increas­ 
ed. 
Solana, Arthyde, Kl I son. 
Denham, 
Willow River and Sturgeon Lake were 
in danger It was said. 
Increasing wind made possible des­ 
truction approaching tho calamity of 
HUS when millions of acres In thin 
ac tion were burned and more than 
three hundred 
persons 
b u rn ed 
to 
dcuth. 


The fatal fire between Solana and 
White Pine and 
south toward 
Mc­ 
Grath were mostly of incendiary ori­ 
gin, according to Forest Hanger Chas. 
Williams. 
He said he expected to 
make arrests soon. 
Some of the fires 
were said to have been set by moon­ 
shiners near McGrath in hope to des­ 
troy stills to keep authorities from 
finding evidence against them. 
A still 
and some mash were found in tho 
c enter of a fire area. 
National guards brought here from 
various centers were* unable to cope 
with the fire situation today when 
the wind changed to the west and 
blew the flames back toward White 
Pine and eastward along the 800 line 
right of way. 
Some guardsmen and 
volunteers were forced to flee for their 
lives when the fire began to advance. 
Narrow escapes have been made. 
Yesterday 
thirty guardsmen were 
caught when the wind changed and 
blocked 
their efforts 
to hack fire 
against a blaze near Solana, 
Flames 
swept over them and they were forc­ 
ed to lie flat in th© road until the dan­ 
ger was past. 
They covered 
their 
faces with their handkerchiefs wet 
with wafer from their canteens. F o r­ 
int rangers aided them to esc ape lat­ 
er.

Preparations w ere made yesterday to 
move the whole population out of 
town, but the danger passed and the 
town breathed easier. 
Governor Preus motored there aft­ 
er dark lust night and back to St. Paul 
today. 
He said the guardsm en woald 
continue on duty until all danger was 
past. 
Guardsmen 
from Duluth, St. 
Cloud, St. Paul. 
Aitkin and Milam 
have been spilt in squads to assist in 
fire fighting. 
Knife River Eire 
A new fire on the Knife River north 
of Duluth threatened farm s late yes­ 
terday, but reports at 5 a. in. today- 
said the fire was under control. 
Fires at Cloquet are all under con­ 
trol. 
A small fire in Morrison county 
near Randall threatened 
to spread, 
but was gotten under control S a tu r­ 
day. 
Fires on the Mesaha iron range, as 
reported from Hibbing, are under con­ 
trol. 
The only fires continuing to give 
concern are those in the section at and 
near White Pine, Solana and McGrath. 
Sufficient men are in the district to 
cope with any fire spread ami will 
continue stam ping it out.

Miners have been 
taught from childhood to loathe the 
deputy sheriffs and private detec tires 
which the operators hire to protect 
their property. 
They m ake no p re­ 
tense of respect for the deputy sh er­ 
iffs, whose badge of power, they con­ 
tend, is merely bought and paid fur 
by the operators. 
They look upon the 
deputies in much the same light as 
did their pioneer forefathers, the In ­ 
dians. 
Doubt Surrender of All Arms 
T here Is considerable doubt as to 
whether m iners are surrendering all 
their arms. They are not turning their 
rifles over to the federal troops in the 
proportion in which they were report­ 
ed to he armed several days ago. 
It is 
pretty well understood that they are 
holding out the best of their fire­ 
arm s for eventualities, such as they 
expect to occ ur 
when 
the federal 
troops leave. 
( aminities Declared Small 
Army headquarters are going to en­ 
deavor to check up on the number of 
casualties in the war for the last week. 
Many wierd estim ates are on hand,

One shot killed 
Klocow. 
All the others killed were 
shot twice. 
Klocow recently resigned his po­ 
sition as (ashier at the bunk, and re­ 
fused to give uny reason, 
His books 
were in perfect order. 
On Saturday 
he paid all his bills about town In 
cash, although previously he bud al­ 
ways used chocks. 
The shooting, according to the co r­ 
oner. probably took place after mid­ 
night Saturday,
